When decisions were made to

Japan's Ueepest wens, '55SO 
feet, »re In the Ysbase (ieM, dis­ 
covered In 1934 In northwest 
Honshu bland. There are men 
other fields, In which the maxi­ 
mum depths range from MO to 
4270 feet. The oldest field, Hlga- 
sh'lpama. was discovered In-1893.

For many years, production In 
Japan was controlled by the re­ 
fining companies, which were 
unwilling to assume the finan­ 
cial rlskii of exploratory drill­ 
ing.

Fields Exploited
Prior to World War n, t h e 

Japanese government establish­ 
ed the Telkoku Oil Co., -owned 
half privately and half by the 
government, and gave It a vir­ 
tual monopoly of production. 
The fields were exploited to ob­ 
tain maximum possible recov­ 
ery, without respect to efficient 
production. Much of the nataln's 
refining capacity was destroyed 
by Allied bombing during 
war, but the Industry has 1 
rehabilitated since 18W, large- 
ly with'the aid of fprelgpi eapt- 

il. ' .
Early In IBM, the Japan Pe­ 

troleum Exploration Company, 
Ltd., owned half by the govern­ 
ment and half by a consortium 
of oil companies. Including Tel- 
<oku Oil Co., was established 
:o carry on wlldcattlng opera- 
Ions. However, it Is understood 

that the National Type 110 Rig 
will be used by the Telkoku Oil 
Co. within Its own areas of op­ 
eration..
